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Since first issued as a bulletin in 1952, this report 
on “Fabrication Gaps in Canadian Manufacturing 
Industry” has developed into one of the most 
widely-sought sources of reference published by 
the Industrial Development Branch. 
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This booklet, published annually by the 


Industrial Development Branch, is an 
abstract of Canadian import statistics. It shows 
the value of hundreds of products absorbed into: 
the Canadian economy from abroad for the period 
1957-1960. 


These statistics are published with a view 
to stimulating interest in this country’s imports 
particularly on the part of Canadian as well as 
British, American and European manufacturers. 
Study of these statistics may well indicate pos- 
sible opportunities for the manufacture of new 
products and the establishment of new industries. 


In 1960 Canada imported $5.5 billion worth 
of goods and as in the past most of these imports 
were in fully manufactured form. As indicated 
on the opposite page some 78 per cent of our 
imports were fully fabricated. While these 
imports are excessively large they also repre- 
sent one of the prime target areas for industrial 
opportunities. Canadian manufacturers, for a 
variety of reasons, cannot hope to fabricate all 
the products consumed in this country. How- 
ever, manufacturers have shown repeatedly that, 
after careful study of import as well as other 
statistics, import replacement can be effected. 


The continuous advent on the Canadian 
market of goods, heretofore imported but now 
made domestically, indicates that the four billion 
dollars worth of fully manufactured goods we 
import annually represents a continuing source 
of prime industrial opportunities. 


The Industrial Development Branch assists 
domestic manufacturers as well as those from 
the United States, the United Kingdom and 
Europe who are interested in exploring the oppor- 
tunities of the Canadian market. The Industrial 
Development Branch provides a_ professional, 
confidential and free advisory service to manu- 
facturers interested in acquiring new products 
or who are intent on locating a branch operation 
or establishing a manufacturing arrangement.
